Beauty care should be just as 
much a part of your daily pro- 
gram as eating and dressing. It 
is just.as important to protect 
your hands and other exposed 
parts of your body from the cold 
winds of late fall as it is to pro- 
tect your. face with the proper 
make-up. The humid atmosphere 
of summer stimulated the oil- 
glands in your body to function 
normally, but now the skin on 
your face and hands feels. dry 
and drawn because the moisture 
in the air has disappeared. 

The hands require the same 
three treatments as the face — 
cleansing, nourishing and. pro- 
tection. The simplest means of 
protecting the hands is to apply 
a good hand lotion before you go 
out. Lotion is a splendid protec- 
tive agent, but it is not always 
sufficient to supply the needed 
oils to the hands that are ex- 
posed to water and sudden 
changes of temperature. 

Keep a good oily hand cream 
or a softening lotion near the 
wash basin and apply it every 
time you take your hands out of 
water. Unless you make a prac- 
tice of wearing gloves when you 
are doing your household tasks, 
the treatment with a rich cream 
or lotion is necessary to keep 
your hands soft and lovely. 

Dip your fingers into the 
cream or lotion and massage in 
as much of it as possible, leave 
the surplus on your hands for 
two or three minutes, wipe off 
the excess with a soft towel and 
forget all about your hands until 
you are ready to dress for the 
afternoon or for going out, then 
wash with a mild soap and warm 
water, rinse well and apply a 
greaseless, vanishing hand cream

ANSWER TO QUERY 


Dear Miss Hunt: Please 
help me with my problem. 
My hair was brunette shade 
and I bleached it myself. I 
used eighteen volumn perox- 
ide and did my hair three 
times in three months. Now 
every.time I comb my hair 
three times a day—it comes 
out in such handfuls that 
I'm afraid in about a year 
I'll be bald. I had beautiful 
hair before I bleached it. 
How can‘I stop my hair from 
falling? I’m only twenty- 
four and I hate to lose’ my 
hair without doing some- 
thihg about it—Mrs. E. C. 


ANSWER: Then why. did you 
bisach your hair in the first 
place? Your hair. is probably so 
dead and strawy that. it is break- 
ing off rather than falling out. 
The only thing that you can do 
is to let your bleached hair grow 
out and then never touch it-with 
peroxide again. Hasten the re- 
growth and the quality of your 
hair by giving it a hot oil Ssham- 
poo, every week and give the hair 
a vigorous brushing and. a mass- 
age, with.a mild hair tonic_each 
day. Your bleached hair will not 
look so well while it is growing 
out but that is the penalty you 
will have to pay for your “ex- 
periment.”

Wash , good firm little 
crab apples, and without peeling 
them, quarter and remove the 
cores, then cut into smaller 
Pieces—enough to fill three cups.

Lyauiey, the Peaceful 
Conquerer ... Made 
Morocco, French Haven 


OROCCO in North Africa, 9n 
the snores of the blue Medi- 
tervanean, is a two-n.ght journey 
from Paris. And at the end of 
fisat Journey is a paradise witha 
sreat deel of naiural- wealth 
which has hardly heen scratcned 
To mdst Americans Morocco 
tncans fighting desert tribesmen 
and the French Foreign Legion, 
one of the mast picturesque regi- 
ments in existence. To the 
French, .however, Morocco is a 
symbol and a monument to the 
ciforts, of Marshal Lyautey, who, 
though a soldier, never destroyed 
Ly his conquests.. 

France generally agrees that 
Mavshal Layautey thade.a gift. to 
his country.of Morocco, a colony 
of 213,000 Square miles, rich in 
minerals, and -potential soldiers. 
Marshal Lyautey’s entire life 
has béen spent in colonial .con- 
quest, with but-a brief interlude 
of an unhappy term as Minister 
of War during the World War. 

Thin and active, with brist- 
ling white pointed mustache and 
a flat-topped, closely cropped 
white pompadour, Marsha] Lyau- 
tey portrays the. soldier, His 
preatest peacetime achievement 
was the quieting of Morocco and 
the modern .towns which have 
trown outside the walls of the 
cld Moorish strongholds, namely, 


' Fez, Rabat, Casablanea, Meknes 


and Marrakech. 

Lyautey’s strategy is building, 
never destroying, His works in- 
clude the great modern port of 
Casablanca to a cemented chic- 
ken-run, costing a million francs, 
which was constructed for the 
Sultan of Morocco, and in which, 
at most, only four or five lonely 
rens are to be found. 

* * * 

ORN in Nancy on November 
17, 1854, Lyautey was the 
son of a French engineer, a gen- 
eral inspector of roads and 
bridges. He attended the in- 
fantry school at Saint Cyr, but 
it was 1892 before he reached the 
grade of captain. He first at- 
tracted public attention with an 
cssay titled, ‘‘The Social Role of 

an Officer.” 

The Marshal’s colonial career 
started in 1894 in Indo-China 
when he first put into operation 
the method of colonization by 
using natives rather driving them 
cul and taking their lands. In 
1895, he was made Chief of Staff 
of the Army of Occupation, of 
Indo-China and participated in 
the campaign of Upper Tonkin 
which fixed the frontier between 
the French colony and China. 


AS a Lieutenant-Colonel, he. 


was called to Madagascar in 1896 
end was permitted to use his 
peaceful penetration system to 
pacify the southern half of the 
isiand. His success in this un- 
dertaking won for him the rank 
of Bridagier General and in 1904 
he was sent to; the Southern 
Oran region where France had 
been trying for 100 years to 
conquer and pacify the desert 
tribesmen. 

With two soldiers, who were 
later to win their own glory— 
Mangin and Gourdnd—as his 
aides, Lyautey” set” about to 
pacify and penetrate Morocco. 
As recently as 1912, Lyautey was 
shut up in a house in Fez, the 
cultural capital of Mordcco, held 
a prisoner there for 21 days with 
cnly, a handful of troops. 

Now Morocco is-peaceful and 
wealthy. Its ‘mines have repaid 
France ten times over for the 
cost, of occupation.. Lyautey 
cepauered, it Seen te and 
sefent {. against, m: rebels, 
Abd-ek Rvlin among a4 hers. 
Never did he have more than 
thirty battalions at his com- 
mand. : ; ‘ 

Recalled to France. in 1916, 
Lyautey was asked to take the 
Ministry of War. For a long time 
he hesitated, for his career had 
been, overseas and he had no 
friends.in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. ' Finally ng accepted the 
post jand named Joffre, .as. a 
Marshal of France, but, later he 
relieved him of command and 
put General Nivetle in his place. 
Buf Lyautey was,as misplaced as 
war minister as a fish. out of 
water.

Merocco a 
sadder. but. wiser man. -
